Re: question by W7LS, the B & W AC 1.8-30 is not the same or similar 
to the T2FD- it is basically a small version of the vertical half 
rhombic antenna and requires the counterpoise and ground system to 
work properly. The AC 1.8-30 does not begin to exhibit any gain until 
approaching 28-30 Mhz range (per TM 11-666). The B & W BWD 1.8-30 

is the same/similar to the AC-3.5-30 (difference in low end freq range) 


and is the commercial version of the much discussed T2FD antenna. 
I understand SGC and Yaesu also have versions similar to the B & W 
antenna. 

Nothing particularly different than other folded dipole antennas 
with the T2FD, except the 900 ohm load resistor, and the broadband 
characteristics.

I just finished building a 750 hz center frequency CW filter kit from Ed, 
W3NQN. It is his passive design using surplus telephone toroids. 


The filter is inserted between the rig audio output and the speaker. It 
works wonderfully, definitely the best $22 I've ever spent on filters. 
The performance compares favorably to the Ten-Tec 208 ("8 pole") active 
filter or the Radio Shack DSP filter. Insertion loss is moderate - you 
just crank the volume control a little higher. It's also the most 
substantial (toroids are heavy) filter I've ever used. 


The build is quite easy thanks to the prep work that is done on the 
plastic enclosure by Ed. The only tedious part is unwinding 106 turns 
from two of the toroids. Ed's 534 hz filter doesn't require any 
unwinding. Total construction time was about 4 hours.

Hi Gang- 


Thanks to Jay, WA5WHN for posting info on the new White Mountain SSB rig to 
QRP-L! I had just begun sending out flyers and Jay was kind enough to put 
the good word out for general distribution. 


I've received a number of inquiries, so I'll answer some of the common 
questions in this forum. The White Mountain board is double-sided, PTH and 
masked, measuring about 4.4 x 5.3". The enclosure itself measures about 
1.5(H) x 5.6(W) x 5(D) and the board slides directly into the extrusion's 
side rails. 


I avoided a proliferation of NE602s in this rig; there's only one. Other 
mixer functions use TUF-1 diode-ring mixers for good inherent LO suppression 


and relatively high intercept points. This conservative approach accounts 
for the relatively high (120 mA) power supply idling current. 


The receiver lineup is: 


J309 preamp, low-gain 
TUF-1 First Mixer 
2N5109 Post-amp 

(4-pole filter) 
MC1350 IF Amp 
NE602A Prod. Detector 
LM380 AF Amp 


As Jay mentioned, the microphone is not included, but it's the ubiquitous 
Icom/Yaesu) (and compatible) HT speaker/ mike. What *isx included with the 
board kit, however, is the manual - It's presently at 27 pages and may grow 
slightly more before I begin shipping. It includes staged assembly 
instructions with partial checkout procedures.

Well it's over. Another TMPS in the record books. Thanks Chuck for the 
idea and keeping it alive for us all. It definitly accomplished what it 
was supposed to on this end. Before last year, I never went on 30 
meters at all. I listened there once in 1993. Since signing onto 
qrp-l, I've done many things in this hobby that were just dreams before. 
In order to participate in last year's TMPS I had to order and build a 
kit (NN1G SW-30).

Chuck, look at Radio Shack's alignment kit R/S 64-2220. If it doesn't 
have what you're looking for, simply cut off one of the tools that 

has the approximate diameter of the screwdriver slot you want to adjust 
and file/sand it to a wedge tip. I like to use the wife's manicure 
emery board. It works better than a file, since the plastic has a 
tendency to "pull" rather than file, and the sandpaper forms the 
surface smoother and will fit in the alignment tool pocket pack 

as well. 


I'm still looking for that perfect non-metallic tool that will 
turn the most obstinent screws, too. Some of them are real "buggers". 
Especially the little ceramic ones. 


Anbody else here had a better idea? 


BTW, I once was putting the little rubber belts on my Heath SB101 
xCvVX many years ago and released the "electric demons". You may 
remember the little O-rings Heath used for belts to drive the 
pulleys on the driver/preselector and loading capacitor.

>is adding components to PCBs that couldn't be wave-soldered or 
>washed in the ultrasonic cleaner+freon. It was stressed to us 
>the importance of removing the flux residue ASAP after soldering, 
>since the flux is apparently an acid based flux and attacks the 
>PCB quite readily.

As I recall, the shop was already using a water-soluble flux for the 
wave machine, which was the vast majority of volume the shop did. The 
wave flux required vigorous washing in water. 


So, the hand assembly was washed in freon and the wave assembly washed 
in water, but both had add-ons done with that nasty acid-flux solder.
